/ ANTICIPATED DEATH, 
ARRANGED PROPERTY 


Three Relatives of Family, 
Living in St. Louis, Died 
Within Past 5 Days—Was 
Trusted Manager of Big 
Mitchell Estate. 


Michael Smith Link, until recently a 
snember of the Illinois Legislature, who 
confessed to accepting $1000 as part of 
the famous legislative bribery jack pot, 
was found dead in the bathroom of his 
home at Mitchell, Ill., 11 miles northeast 
ef St. Louis, at 5 a. m. Monday. He 
Was accused of accepting the bribe to 


vote for Wiliiam Lorimer for the United 
Btates Senate. 

Dr. EB. W. Fiegenbaum of Edwards- 
ville. said death was due to the burst- 
ing ‘a blood vessel in the brain, fol- 

- Jowing a stroke of apoplexy, or possibly 
heart disease. . 

Link knew that he was subject to, 
apoplexy and heart disease. At the cel- 
ebration of his twentieth wedding anni- 
versary, a week ago, he told guests that 
he expected to die suddenly, and that, 
therefore, he had made all arrange- 
‘ments for the disposition of his estate. 

Wife Finds His Body, 

He repeated this remark Sunday night 
to Lee Randolph, an employe. Mrs. 
Link found her husband's body. It lay 
so that the feet were on the floor and 
the head in the bathtub. 

Link’s death was the fourth among 
relatives of the family within five days. 

Link was an uncle of Patrolman 
Charies F. Barmeier of 207 Madison 

_ Street, St. Louis. Barmeier obtained a 
furlough of five days last Wednesday 
because of the death of. his father, Johan 
F. Barmeier. 

Thursday his little cousin, a 5-year-old 
girl named Greenwald, living at 1603 
Monroe street, St. Louis, died of diph- 
theria. Saturday another cousin, a man 
manied Bauer, living at 4217 North Twen- 
tieth. street, St. Louis, died. “

Term Is for Four Years. 

The members of the commission will 
set with the two divisions of the Su- 
preme Court at the April call, which 
begins tomorrow. The opinions written 
by the members of the commission pass 
under the scrutiny of tbe court and 
must be adopted by it before they are 
binding. 

The Supreme Court is approximately 
1000 cases behind its docket. The court, 
before the changes* by death. and. the 
election, disposed annually of about 350 
cases, an average of 50 to the judge. 
Cases are appealed at the rate of 400 
a year, it is estimated. 

The appointments are for a term of 
four years unless the court catches up 
with its docket before,. which is not 
considered likely.

ment. Bindschadler is to see Norma ev- 
ery Sunday afternoon. 

The Bindschadlers were divorced two 
years ago. Bindschadler got the decree 
and the custody of Norma. Mrs.. Binds- 
chadler began at once to try to regain 
the child by trying to have the case re- 
opened and by habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. 

Testimony was heard a month ago, on 
Mrs. Hazzard’s twenty-eighth birthday, 
and she was hopeful that the child 
would be restored to her as an anniver- 
sary gift. 

It was shown, however, that Norma 
was with an aunt, one of Bindschad- 
ler’s sisters, in Granite City, where 
he works. This took her out of 
Judgg Muench’s jurisdiction, and. he 
ruled that she must be brought into 
St. Louis before he could pass on the 
case. Then Barclay, Fauntleroy & 
Cullen, Mrs. Hazard’s lawyers, reached 
an agreement with James T. Roberts, 
representing Bindschadler, whereby 
the stipulation was drawn up. 

After the divorce Mrs. Bindschadler 
married Oliver Hazard, whom she had 
known in her girlhood. She is a 
daughter of David Loewer, a wealthy 
retired merchant.

Clerks in ‘Document Room, 
Abolished 16 Years Ago, Still 


Drew $6000 a Year. 


WASHINGTON, April 10:—New and 
interesting items of expense to which 
the Government has been put for many 
years were revealed today in the list 
of savings to be made by the Demo- 
in the House. When 
the retrenchment plan was announced 
last week, it was said $182,000 a year had 
been lopped off the rolls. 

A 13-year-old girl, a daughter of a 
chief .doorkeeper, was found to °° be 
drawing $1200 a year under the title of 
“clerk to the doorkeeper.” Thirty- 
eight extra policemen, authorized when, 
during the Spanish-American War, 
someone sald there was a plot to dyna- 
mite the Capitol, were still on the pay 
roll, costing annually $389,000. 

Two telegraph operators, drawing 
$1400 each, assigned to a wire long ago 
discontinued, were still on the rolls. 

Six .thousand dollars was saved by 
abolishing the salaries of employes of 
the clerks’ document room. The room 
was abolished 16 years ago. 

Almost an equal sum was saved by 
stopping the pay of “attendants in the 
library,” the library having been re- 
moved many years ago from the Cap- 
itol.

TOLD OF $100,000 


Michigan Men Say Lumberman 
Boasted of Electing 


Lorimer. 


MARQUETTE, Mich., April 10.—That 
Edward Hines collected the $100,000 fund 


that elected ‘William Lorimer United 


States Senator, was the statement made 
here today as the result of an inquiry 
made by M. B. Coan, special investi- 
gator for the Helm Committee. 

The story upon which Coan came to 

Marquette is that Hines in the presence 
oi two Marquette business men told of 
the part he had played in the election 
of Lorimer and even mentioned the 
amount of money that was used, which 
tallied with the testimony of Kohlsaat 
and Funk, namely $100,000.

Senator Lafayette Young Tells 
of Des Moines Three-Year 
Experience.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—Senator La- 
fayette Young of Iowa today told the 
Senate all about the success of .the 
commission plan of government as em- 
ployed during the past three years in 
his home city of Des Moines and ad- 
vised other municipalities to adopt it 
in the interest of efficiency. He stated 
that grafting by politicians had been 
eliminated. 

“We have not reduced expenses,”’ said 
he, “‘but we have secured more for 
our money.’ Asserting that there is 
entirely too much machinery in the old 
type of city government and far more 
offices than the service demands, Mr. 
Young told how Des Moines had adopted 
the plan of placing its affairs in the 
hands of five commissiorers with gen- 
erally gratifying results. 

The commissioners were all elected at 
the same time and to them- was entrust- 
ed the duty of selecting all other city 
officials. Each member of the com- 
mission represents the head of a bu- 
reau. The work is divided up by them-. 
selves and not by law. One commis- 
sioner has charge of the public safety, 
including the fire and police depart- 
ments. Another has charge of streets 
buildings. Another has 
charge of parks. Another has charge 
of public accounts. The mayor com- 
plains that he has not enough to. do. 
The commissioners are paid by the 
year and are expected to give all their 
time to the work. 

Direct to the Boss. 

“We have cut out all. boards and 
commissioners,” Mr. Young went on. 
“We never complain to paving in- 
spectors, We complain to the com- 
missioner having charge of the work. 
We never go to the subordinate. We 
go to his boss. No commissioner is 
entirely independent in his depart- 
ment. The law does not give him a 
department. His associate commis- 
sioners could change him from one 
department to another. Our city 
charter has the recall. I indorsed 
the recall feature as applied to mu- 
nicipal government: I do not indorse 
it in a wider field. We have the 
initiative and the referendum. I think 
these provisions might he beneficial 
in cities but wholly impracticable in 
states.” 

This system Mr. Young characterizes 
as the application of business common 
sense to municipal affairs, and said: 

Governing municipalities in a business 
proposition, and in no sense political. 
Cut out the city hall. Cut out the City 
Council. Ninety per cent of all munici- 
pal functions are executive and not leg- 
islative; yet every municipal govern- 
ment has been organized on the supposi- 
tion that at least one-half of the munic- 
ipal functiong were legislative.’’ 

Mr. Young expressed the opinion that 
every state and every community should 
have well restricted primary election 
laws.

Movement of Troops Or- 
dered Same Day and No- 
tice Was Served on Diaz 
Government That Agree- 
ment Must Be Abrogated 
in Six Days. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, April 10.—The New York 
Sun today prints the following telegram 
from the City of Mexico: 

Facts of the most significant char- 
acter bearing upon the reason for the 


sudden mobilization a month ago of 


20,000 American troops at three points 
within striking distance of the Mexi- 
can border, have become known there. 
They deal with secret relations which 
existed prior to March 1 between Japan 
and the Diaz Government, the discovery 
of which led to instant action by the 


President of the United States. 

The truth of these negotiations, and 
of the effect that their discovery had 
upon President Taft and his Cabinet at 
Washington, is disclosed from a source 
which is trustworthy. Respect for the 
source of the information has not ine 
terfered with the verification of the 
news coming from that source by more 
than one authority. 

During the month of February Am- 
bassador Wilson was busy cultivating 
certain sources of information in 
higher circles of the main Government. 
Very near the end of the month, from 
confidential source in the Government, 
he obtained for a few hours the orig- 
inal of a secret treaty between Japan 
and Mexico. He,kept it long enough 
to have a photograph made of it, and 
ir was then returned to its place in 
the innermost archives of the Mexican 
State Department. 

Magdalena Bay Ceded. 

The document was in the shape of 
s.veral clauses which were to be a 
‘part of a formal agreement on the part 
of the Mexican Government to allow 
the Japanese commercial line of steam- 
snips to have its own coaling station at 
a point on the Pacific Coast, and to 
grant certain other colonization rights 
in the states along the western coast. 

The secret clauses of the treaty, those 
photographed by Ambassador Wilson, 
gave Japan a lease of a coaling station 
and maneuver privileges in Magdalena 
ay, with the alternative of a coaling 
station at one other of, the few scat- 
tered ports down the Mexican coast. 

The clauses also set forth Japan and 
Mexico’s mutual interests in the Pa- 
cific, and while not stipulating an of- 
fensive and defensive alliance, gave in 
a diplomatic way Japan’s keen interest 
io the protection of Mexico against ag- 
gression. The treaty had been drafted, 
not by the Mexican Senate, but bv Diaz 
and his Cabinet. 

The day after he obtained the photo- 
graph of this treaty, Wilson took the 
trein for W'ashington. He wired the 
State Department of his coming and of 
the urgency of his mission. 

When he arrived in Washington the 
Cabinet was in session with the Presi- 
dent. The Ambassador went direct into 
the’ Cabinet room and laid before the 
President and his advisers the evidence 
he brought of, the secret negotiations 
between Mexico and Japan which were 
menacing the interests of the United 
States. 'This was in the morning, and 
at 1 o’clock the Chief of Staff, Gen. 
Wood, was dining at his club. A mes- 
senger came to his table and told him 
President Taft wanted to see him im- 
mediately. Gen. Wood went 
White House and was closeted with the 
President for several hours. Then he 
went to the War Department. 

Orders Came Quickly, 

The building of the War Depart- 
ment was all ablaze with lights that 
night, as the Washington correspond- 
ents will remember. Orders were going 


in and out for the mobilization of 20,-. 


000 soldiers at San Diego, San Antonio 
and Galveston, for.the assembling 
marines at Guantanamo and the patrol- 
ing of the west coast of Mexico by 
American war vessels. 

Jose Yves Limantour, Mexican Minis- 
ter of Finance, was in New York at 
this time. Ambassador Wilson went to 


New York a day or so after delivering | 


his Message at Washington, and he 


had a conference with Senor Limantour | 
at the Plaza Hotel on the night of his) 


arrival. 

What Mr. Wilson told Senor Liman- 
tour was that he (Wilson) was to be the 
bearer of a message from the Govern- 
ment of the United States to President 
Diaz. 

The message was, in effect, that the 
United States Government would view 
as an unfriendly act fhe carrying into 
effect of one of the clauses of that 
treaty; that six days would be given to 
President Diaz from the time of the re- 
ceipt of the message orally from Am- 
bassador Wilson to abrogate the treaty. 
oat tive assurances that compliance 

made with this demand were

tion of both Mexico and Japan. 

Mexico Has Complied. 
Wilson arrived in the City of Mexico 
within three days of the arrival of 
Limantour. Within a week of his re- 
turn the order went out from Washing- 
ton recalling all the ships of war from 
the Mexican coast. It was announced 
officially that this was being done be- 
cause Mexico had so requested. It did 
not comport with the Mexican Govern- 
ment that ships of another power should 
be patrolling her coasts.

Reports at City Hall That Issue 
Will Be Fought if Mayor 
Signs Franchise. 

HE HAS 3 DAYS TO ACT 

City Will Not Have Money to 


Complete Structure Unless 
Voters Provide It. 





There remain, after Monday, three 


days in which Mayor Kreismann may 


sign or veto the franchise granted in the 


closing hours of the last Municipal As- 
to the Southern Traction Co. of 
to use the upper deck of the 
I‘reen Bridge and certain streets down- 
town for a term of 50 years. 


The Southern Traction Co.’s bill and 
the Public Service Commission's bill 
for the regulation of electric rates were 
sent to Mayor Kreismann April 1. The 
Assembly adjourned on April 3. The 
period of 10 days allowed the Mayor for 
taking some action in reference to the 
bills began Tuesday, Apri! 4, and will 
expire next Thursday at midnight. 

Mayor Kreismann did. nothing with 
either bill Monday, and at the city 
hall it is believed that he will take all 
the time given him to reach a decision. 
It is generally believed that he will sign 
both on the same gay. He would not 
indicate what his intention was when 
asked by a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day. If he fails to sign or veto the 
measures within the period fixed by the 
charter, they will automatically become 
ordinances on. April 15. 

Fight on Bond Issue. 

Reports that a, campaign will be 
started to défat the proposed issue of 
bonds to complete the bridge if Mayor 
Kreismann approves the Southern Trac- 
tion franchise have reached the city 
hall. A bill under which a proposition 
to raise an additional $2,500,000 for the 
bridge will be left to a vote on Aug. 1, 
has already been passed by the Muni- 
cipal Assembly. It is generally con- 
ceded even among those who have op- 
posed more bonds that unless at least 
$2,500,000 is spent on the bridge it can- 
not be completed as a railroad and 
wagon highway. The reports that come 
to the city hall indicate that in resent- 
ment at the granting of a franchise to a 
corporation represented. by Jeptha D. 
Howe, members of various civic organ- 
izations will vote against the bond is- 
sue. 

Should the bond issue be defeated the 
money for the completion of the bridge 
would have to be taken from municipal 
revenue, which is already barely suf- 
ficient to meet the requirements of the 
city government. To increase the city’s 
income much above the present amount 
would necessitate a higher tax-rate. 

The bond issue ordinance was intro- 
duced in the House of Delegates last 
May by Speaker Rombauer at the re- 
quest of Mayor Kreismann. 

Kreismann Responsible. 

Frank H. Gerhart, one of the origi- 
nal promoters of the Free Bridge, and 
member of the United Free Bridge 
Committee, told a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter Monday that the approval of the 
Southern Traction Co.’s ordinance will 
result in the defeat of the bond issue. 

“If Mayor Kreismann doesn’t veto 
that measure I feel sure that thousands 
of voters will oppose the. issuance of 
more bonds when the proposition comes 
before them Aug. 1. Many citizens 
would rather let the bridge stand un- 
completed than permit its usefulness 
to be destroyed by giving practical if 
not legal control of it to a private cor- 
poration. 

“The defeat of the bond issue will 
be wholly and girectly chargeable to 
Mayor Kreismann and the Republican 
adininistration if he doesn’t disapprove 
the bill now in his hands.”’

Bisson’s Emotional: Melodrama 
Fails to Grip First St. Louis 
Audience. 





THEATRICALISM OVERDONE 


Adeline Dunlap Disappointing in 
Title Role, and ‘Big Scene’ 
Proves Weak.

T may be that there is a tremen- 
| dous thrill of emotional melo- 
drama concealed somewhere in 
the substance of “Madame X,” as has 
been declared with much apparent 
sincerity during its ‘engagements 
elsewhere, but this thrill was not 
delivered to the Shubert audience 
which attended the first St. Louis 
performanoe of this Alexandre 
son play on Sunday evening. 

There is some reason to believe 
that the substitution of other play- 
ers than those who first appeared as 
principals in the cast of “Madame X”’ 
when it was presented in Bastern 
cities, is responsible for what must 
surely be the diminished appeal of 
the play’s story and situations on 4 
St. Louis stage. Obtrusive as is its 
frank theatricalism, every now and 
then one feels that it gives opportun- 
ity for at least a superficial gripping 
of one’s imagination and a compelled 
surrender to its emotional demand. 

The trouble is that the opportunity 
for the gripping of the audience’s im- 
agination is not competently im- 
P proved, in the play’s St. Louis perform- 
ance, and, therefore, there is no com- 
pelled surrender to its emotional de- 
mand—a quite serious trouble, indeed, 
since the success of ‘‘Madame X” must 
be based utterly upon the “smashing” 
quality of its playing. 

Adeline Dunlap as Jacqueline FMoriot, 
the title role figure, acquits herself just 
well enough to make one wish that 
she might acquit herself only a trifle 
better, this little bit better being all 
that is necessary, one feels, to justify 
the trumpeting of acclaim with which 
the Bisson work, se vitally dependent 
upon the forceful realizing of this char- 
acter, comes to St. Louis playgoers. 

Unhapplly, 
Miss Dunlap is.least convincing Ts that 
biggest moment of “Madame X's” 
story, the trial scene which ends with 
her acquittal of the charge of mur- 
dering her lover, the acquittal being 
due to the plea in defense made by 
Jacqueline Floriot’s son, ignorant of the 
fact that she is his mother. 

Here, owing to an abandonment of all 
restraint in acting, the play passes be- 
yond the limitations properly set to re- 
strain theatricalism witHin at least the 
seeming bounds of naturalness, and be- 
comes a melodrama with the lid off, 
blown to smithereens, in fact, by an ex- 
plosion of perfervid artificiality. The 
title role of Miss Dunlap’s playing leads 
in precipitating this explosion, and ev- 
ery other important, player in the cast 
follows her lead, apparently throwing 
artistic discretion to the winds. 

Perhaps, in the event that’the role of 
Raymond Floriot, son of Madame X, 
who shares with her the figurative spot- 
light that marks the play’s most intense 
scenes, had been consistently played, 
the Madame X pictured by Miss Dunlap 
would have gained a better adjustment 
and come nearer realizing the expecta- 
tions of its first St. Louls audience. 

But Robert Ober does not play Ray- 
mond consistently. He plays the part 
in a sort of “snippy’’ way, varied only 
by a futile intensity of manner that 
causes the pathos of the play’s story 
to become the vertest bathos. It was 
the least convincing serious essay in 
dramatic art that I have seen on a St. 
Louis stage in many a year. ~ And, 
lamentably, it was weakesf at the very 
moment when it should have been 
strongest—again that moment of the 
trial scene upon which all the play’s 
fame hangs. and concerning the emo- 
tional tenseness of which we have 
heard the most insistent heralding. 

Standing third in the order of im: 
portance due to the play’s demand for 
effective theatricalism that yet should 
not develop into wide-open melodrama, 
the Louis Floriot, husband of ‘““Madame 
X,” played by Howard Gould, was de- 
plorably wooden and mechanical. Pre- 
sented along the most conventional 
lines, with never a note of sincere fee)- 
ing sounded, this part of the husband 
who casts off his sinning wife, yet who 
loves her to the end and would ul- 
timately forgive her, sadly fails to reach 
the sympathies of its audience, amply 
though its opportunities be. 

Wherefore, as I have said, “Madame 
X’’ failed to deliver its world-famous 
“thrill” to its first St. Louls audience, 

There were some clever minor char- 
acterizations. Among them were the 
picturesque adventurer, Taroque, pre- 
sented by Edwin Forsberg; the two 
blackmailers, Parissard and Merivel, 
played respectively by Riley Chamber- 
lin and L. J. Loring; the Noel of Vin- 
cent Sternroyd’s excellent playing, the 
Victor, porter at the ‘Three Crowns,” 
drawn by Stuart Beebee, and the Rose, 
housekeeper for the elder F'oriot, 
played by Adelaide Fitz Allan. 

It is not within the power of these 
lesser factors, however, to deliver the 
“Madame X”" thrill. oN

thorough investigation of factories and store 


buildings. It found that over 97 per cent of the 
shops had doors opening inward; over 100 shops 
had defective fire escapes, and 14 had none. 
Scores of halls were less than three feet in width 
and exceedingly dark, while many doors were kept 
locked during working hours. Stairs were with- 
out handrails and passageways to fire escapes 
were obstructed.

REVENUE AND TARIFF REDUCTION. 

“Where,” asks a stand-pat contemporary, “do 
the Democrats suppose the Government could 
get money enough to pay its*bills if all. these 
sources of income were cut off?” The. sources 
of income are the tariff taxes on legther, hides, 
boots and shoes, harness, wire nails of wrought 
iron or steel, salt, cotton bagging, gunny cloth 
“and other articles.” These are all relegated to 
the free list in a bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Burleson of Texas. 

It is a pertinent question, of course, ‘and quite 
indicative of the stand-pat temper, the stand-pat 
fears and the stand-pat arguments. ‘It is not, 
however, difficult to answer. If all those articles 
were placed on the free list, the Government 
would get money to pay its bills just where it 
gets it now. For instance, the Government gets 
no revenue from hides, because hides are free of 
duty. From leather its revenue was less ‘than 
$2,000,000 a year under the Dingley rates, which 
were cut in two in the Payne-Aldrich bill. From 
boots and shoes the revenue in 1907 was $41,127. 
and the rate has since been reduced from 25 
to 15 per cent. From nails, spikes, nuts, washers, 
horse shoes, tacks, brads and sprigs altogether, 
the revenue in 1907 was $1251.29, and there is no 
reason to believe that it has been increased ‘mate- 
rially since. From salt the revenue is equally 
negligible. The only importers of salt are the 
meat packers, and they use imported salt only: in 
packing products for export, and then collect from 
the Government the drawback on the imported 
salt. Cotton bagging and gunny sack are in the 
same position, the 1907 revenue from gunny cloth 
amounting to $118,907.12. 

If all these articles were placed of the free list 
the Government could doubtless survive and pay 
its bills: It is also probable that the consumer 
would get the articles cheaper, competition would 
be stimulated and monopoly: receive a blow. But 
‘it is a characteristic stand-pat argument. Re- 
ducing prohibitive duties under whose operation: 
the Government gets no revenue worth mention- 
ing and the over-protected manufacturers get ex- 
orbitant profits, will preduce not less;revenwe;-but 
more, ‘The Government’s receipts from customs 
would be enormously increased by: taking the in- 
justices out of the wool schedule and so permit- 
ting woolens to be imported. Of the $36,000,000 / 
annual revenue from the wool.schedule, $20, 000,- 
000, on the average, is from raw wool and of wool 
cloth only the finer fabrics are imported to any 
extent. The revenue from wool~ Moth valued 
under 40 cents a pound in 1907 was only $15,946.29, 
while from cloth valued above 70 cents. a pound it 
was $5,064,787.62. No _ better illustration- could be 
had of the manner.in which the iniquitous wool 
schedule operates to the disadvantage of the poor 
man who cannot afford and does not want the finer 
fabrics, but is compelled to buy shoddy in place 
of the cheaper cloths all wool: Tariff reduc- 
tion means more revenue for the Government and 
less for the protected monopolists.

300 WOMEN. DEAD 


Destruction of ‘Sono Noses 
Leaves Thousands of Occu- 
pants Homeless. 


MANY LEAP TO GROUND 
Orders ‘of Policemen and Fire- 


men Obeyed Implicitly by the 
Residents.

TOKIO, April 10.—A cea fire has 
ravaged the Yoshiwara, Fokio’s famous 
tenderloin. Owing to scarcity of water 
and to high wind, the destruction was 


practically complete. The ruins cover 
four square miles, at least 5000 houses 
have been burned, the fatalities are esti- 


i mated at 300, with 800 injured, and 6000 


women are homeless. 

Although the houses that gave the 
district its character were palatial in 
dimensions, only wood entered into the 
eonstruction, and the entire area was a 
big tinder box, awaiting only a spark 
to set it blazing. Conditions were just 
right for a vast calamity. The fire 
spread so fast that many of the women 
were trapped in upper stories. Many 
of them jumped to their death. 

The cause of the fire has not been 
learned. It started yesterday morning 
at 11:30, when the district was asleep. 
Firemen arrived promptly, but could 
make no headway against the flames. 
Water gave out early in the afternoon 
and as the 4:ind did not subside, ft be- 
came hopeless to try to save anything 
that fire could reach. 

Several regintents of troops were then 
ordered to the scene. The skies north of 
the city glowed from the reflection be- 
low when darkness came. Buildings 
were still under attack at midnight. 

As nothing was spared, the hospitals 
which the Government maintained for 
the eare of the district’s inhabitants 
shared the lot of the pretentious and 
gaudy establishments that abounded 
within this reservation. They were, as 
usual, well filed: Rescue bands helped 
out the patients, then returned to car- 
ry beyond the fated area the dead and 
injured victims of the day. 

Scenes at the fire illustrated the per- 
fect discipline to which the municipality 
had trained the district. Tokio set the 
example for other Japanese cities in its 
management of the license system for 
the vexed social problem. Municipal 
control was so excellent that, despite 
its purpose and character, the Yoshi- 
wara District was as safe as any other. 
Tt was visited by many tourists 
prompted by curiosity, who were as- 
sured in advance that if they wished 
to find. vice there, they must put them- 
selves in the way of it 

The habit of implicit obedience to au- 
thority has become so ingrained among 
the residents of the district that in the 
deadly peril of yesterday they looked 
for orders from the firemen, the police 
and the military officers, and obeyed 
without question. 


big buildings had no recrurse except 


but nothing in the nature of a general 
panic attended the day’s experiences. 

Many of the houses destroyed were 
of the typical one-story Japanese type, 
being tea rooms, geisha dancing halls 
and places for mimic shows. They 
caught fire as readily as the high pal- 
aces, but their. occupants contrived to 
lug off as much of their chattels as 
could be carried by hand. This salvage 
was comparatively small. The big val- 
ue lay in the suntptuous adornments of 
the prominent -houses, all of which 
were consumed. The fine robes with 
which the women arrayed themselves 
for the busy glare of night, represent- 
ing an investment quite as heavy as 
that in building structures, were entire- 
ly lost.
